Not only to do Praiſe-worthy Ads, but even to Commend 
them; Let us at leaſt ſpeak well of good Expedients, give the 
Labouring Promoters of Publick Weal our good word, and 
afford Induſtry a Tribute from our Tongues, though we are 
ſomewhat loth to allow her much from our Hands ;To improve 
fuch effeftual Expedients as will moſt reclaim Vice, and bring 
all Idle hands to Induſtry. To increaſe our richeſt ManufaQories 
for Exportation, and eſpecially to reſtore arid advance that of 
Wodtten, the Grand Staple Commodity of this Kingdom, which 
heretofore'made the fame to abourid\with Wealth, Power, and 
Honour, beyond any of its Neighbour Nations. Theſe are 
things not to be Contemned or Neglected, but rather with the 

eater Diligence and Zeal to be Promoted and Encouraged to 
ie utmoſt; For, ſince this golden Manufaftory hath Decreaſed 
amongſt ns, ' ſeveral Offers and Eflayes have been made*for Re- 
medy, and many who, are concerned therein have been very 
Impatient; and notifficiently confidering the Cauſe of the Di-

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In England we miy reafohably conclude'there are of Beggers 
petty Felons, Pariſh-Poor, and other idle People, which do 
little - or nothing for their Living, 200 Thouſand 5; whereof 
many who do' nothing may: carn fix! Pence per day,” and 
thoſe that earn ſix'pence might carn-twelve pence, when pla- 
ced together in ity of each other, where Correfion and En- 
couragement afe «nely adminiſtred. | 

It” may alſo be reaſonably concluded; that each Perſon, one 
with- another, .may ( with the help of ſome Clothiers ) work 
as much Wool as will make fifteen pounds worth of Cloth in one 
Year, which, if ſo, then there will be thirty hundred thoufand 
pounds worth to be Exported more than now 1s, as the Author 
of -the Propoſals does 'inſert.” But ſuppoſe the quantity fall 
ſhort, yet we may _reaforably conclude, that our Merchants in 
their courſe of Trade will near the matter double the Value in 
the returns of what they Export, fo that ſtill the Wealth of the 
Nation will be more, rather than leſs, increaſed, than what* is 
propoſed, But if we take no other meaſures than this, vis. that 
each Perſon, one with another, earns (1x pence per day, and that 
which-is wrought by their Labour ſhall be Exported, 'tis:a cer- 
tail truth, the Nation will gain by their Labour 5000 /.-for 
every day inthe year that they work, -as by Calculation doth - 
appear z: which; .if doubled by the Merchants courſe of Trade) 
as aforeſaid, it will then amount tono lefs than x0000 |. perday, 
clear- gain-to the Nation. And pur caſe we allow 80 dayes1n 
the year for Holy dayes, there remains 285 dayes to work in; 
which, by this- modeſt. Calculation, will bring in 2850060 k 1n 
one-year clear gain; by their Labour, beſides the Value of the 
Wook; and other.things which add to the Value of allthe Cloth 
they' make. Nor is it to be doubted; but the Work of each Per» 
ſon, one with another, may amount to 84. iper day, after ſome 
time of praCtice, ſo- that for the future, by the Expedients propo- 
ſed, all people, as-aforeſaid, being brought up to ſuch habitob 
liduſtry, the Wealth of the Natzon cannot but increaſe to.the 
Value propoſed.

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That we have Wool enough, Fullers-Earth enough, poor 
People enough, Vagrants, petty Felons, Nurſes of Debauche- 
ry. &#c. ſufficiently enough to make Cloth-enough to revive 
the Glory, Wealth, Sttength, and Safety of the:whole Nation 
1s moſt certain, and may as certainly: be effected with good Suc- 
ceſs; if inſtead of Houſes of Debauchery, fttth Houſes of Indu- 
ſtry were ereted. It being that which not only is practicable, 
but de faFo hath been and now is praQtiſed on the ſame Confi- 
deration, by the means whereof there is not a Begger in the 
Country where 'tis uſed, and by which that overgrown and m- 
numerable Multitude of leud People may moſt profitably be re- 
ſtrained. 

All which conſidered, we can ſee no.Reaſon-why any People 
ſhould oppoſe theſe Work-houſes, unleſs it be thoſe that dothe 
greateſt Miſchief tothe Perſons, Eſtates, and Souls of Mankind, 
namely, the before mentioned Idle lewd Nurſes of Debauchery, 
whom nothing can reſtrain ſo effeftually as theſe houſes,in which 
they would be held in Durance with-great Advantage. There- 
fore it concerns them and their Abettors to obſtru& the Build- 
ing; and look how much a man is an Enemy to the-ong -fo 
much he is the greater Friend to the othef? * | 

I. This we dare aflert and maintatin againlt all Oppoſers that 
ſhall put Pen to Paper againſt it, that if ſuch a Gold or Silver 
Mine ſhould be found in , rx as might afford five thouſand 
Pounds per day throughout the year, it would not do the Na- 
tion near ſo much good, as theſe Expedients, if proſecuted. 

2, Thar it is the greateſt thing of fuck a'kind,and ecafieſtto be 
accoinplifht that hath been offered to the King and Parliament, 
10 promote'the Wealth, Strength, and Safety of the Kingdom; 
fince in it the Woollen Manufacture hath been encouraged. 

3. That the faid Expedients are feifible and prafticable
